Shows Minor Woamls 
The girl showed a few mark* -on 
her hand where she said the buckle 
of the leather strap, with which she 
was whipped, had struck her. 
None 
of the marks seemed serious. 
The 
strap, with which tho prosecution al­ 
leged the child was whipped, was1 in­ 
troduced as an exhibit. 
The child testified th at she was 
fed on bread and water “on Friday, 
Saturday, Sunday, Monday and Tues­ 
day” of last week. 
“As a m atter of fact, wasn’t that 
just part of the punishment inflicted 
upon you by Mrs. Hauptmann for dis­ 
obeying h er?” counsel Inquired. 
The girl admitted it wag. 
Miss M argaret McMillan, county pro­ 
bation officer, who laid the informa­ 
tion, was severely cross-examined by 
Attorney Swope for the way in which 
the prosecution was laid. 
Miss Mc­ 
Millan said that Dr. W alter O’Neal 
and Philip R. Bikie had called her 
attention to the treatm ent/ given the 
adopted girl. 
“Did you go to Mrs. Hauptmann to 
ask her if she was punishing the child 
because she felt the girl w as deserv­ 
ing of chastisem ent?” the attorney 
asked. 
“No,” the probation officer replied. 
“By what authority, if any, did you 
take the child away from the Haupt­ 
manns on Friday?” 
Miss McMillan 
was asked. 
The probation officer said Shieriff 
Shoaler had told her tq^take tho girl, 
but Mr. Swope countered with the' re­ 
mark that the sheriff had not giyen 


any such permission. 
Marks On Body Not Serious 
Dr. E. A. Miller, county coroner, 
who was called in by Miss McMillan 
to examine the marks on the girl’s 
body, testified that none of the marks 
would have impaired the child’s health. 
He said the marks might have been 
made v ilh a stick or strap, but he 
was not certain which. 
Gossip Is Barred 
Neighbors of the Rauptmanns, who 
were called to testify, found them­ 
selves confined only to facts they had 
seen or sounds they had heard. Many 
would have liked to have expressed 
their opinions or what they had been 
told of the alleged treatm ent accord­ 
ed the girl, but whenever the testi­ 
mony of any of them trespassed the 
bounds of hearsay and supposition, 
they were promptly shut off by A t­ 
torney Swope and Justice Hill. 
The chief bit of testimony adduced 
from the neighbors was the fact that 
recently they had not seen Martha 
down stairs and in her garden as 
she had been previously. 
Several of 
the witnesses said they heard sounds 
as though Martha was being whipped 
but none had seen the alleged “beat­ 
ings” administered or knew the cause 
of the punishment. 
Other witnesses were Miss Melva 
Heiges, Miss LouEtta Sharetts, Mrs. 
J. G. Robinson, Mrs. Robert W. Lowry,

The padlocks, which several of the 
witnesses testified to seeing on the 
front and rear doors of the Haupt­ 
mann apartment, have since been re­ 
moved, it was stated at the ^paring, 
when the Hauptmanns learned that 
padlocks were in violation of the state 
fir© code.

Agreement to Withhold 
Docu­ 
ments Until 1939 Will be 
Abrogated, It Is Believed. 


Washington, Aug. 23.—Six trunk­ 
loads of letters and papers of Abra­ 
ham Lincoln turned over to the Con­ 
gressional Library by Robert T. Lin­ 
coln may Goon 
shown to the public, 
notwithstanding the original agree­ 
ment that they be kept sealed ". til 
1939. 
Although Robert Lincoln’s will did 
not abrogate the agreement restrict­ 
ing the display of the papers, it has 
been learned that the surviving mem­ 
bers of the Lincoln family probably 
would consent to a modification to 
permit tho publication of the papers 
at an early date. 
They have that 
power, it is understood, if they desire 
to exercise ii. 
The agreement on the papers was 
formulated in 1919, when the collection 
of manuscripts was turned over to the 
Library of Congress at the suggestion 
of Herbert Putnam, librarian. 
Mr. 
Lincoln stipulated at that time that 
the trunks should not be opened tor a 
period of twenty years from 1919. 
1 
The pap* rn, Mr. Lincoln said, had 
. been examined by Nicolay and Hay in 


writing of their biography of his fath­ 
er and everything of historic interest 
taken from them. 
He was fearful 
that irresponsible writers might make 
capital of the papers and commer­ 
cialize his father’s private correspond­ 
ence and memoranda. 
Twenty years 
hence, he thought, the documents 
would lose their commercial appeal. 
Nevertheless, it is believed the pa­ 
pers will arouse a strong public in­ 
terest, and there has been a demand 
from historical students and writers 
that the seal of secrecy he removed. 
More recently, Robert Lincoln is said 
to have indicated his willingness to 
leave the matter to the judgment of 
his surviving relatives. 
Mrs. Lincoln 
is out of the city and is not expected 
to return until October. 
It is not 
likely any step. toward the opening 
of the trunks will he taken until then. 
Indications are that numerous Lin­ 
coln relics will be tum id over to the 
National Museum to become the prop­ 
erty of the people. Among the relics 
is Lincoln’s gold watch. 
The famous Healy portrait of Presi­ 
dent Lincoln, now hanging in the Lin- 
' coin heme here, considered by Robert 
Lincoln to be th* best painting of his j 
father, will he offered to the White 
House, it is understood.

Certainly, she 
needed close supervision of her ac­ 
tions, and discipline. 
The form that discipline took was 
entirely in the hands of those who 
were to all intents and purposes en­ 
deavoring to guide her right. 
There is no doubt that those pub­ 
licly entrusted with protection of the 
children of the community arc en­ 
deavoring to do their duty honestly 
and conscientiously. 
But in dealing 
with educated and Christian people, 
with unblemished reputations, the in­ 
vestigation might be a little more 
thorough 
and 
complete, 
and 
less 
weight might be placed upon gossip 
and whispered hearsay. 
Surely, the 
foster parents ought to have been in­ 
terviewed in this case. 
The facts in the case do not i ppear 
on the surface to justify the strong 
assertions originally made against the 
Hauptmanns. 
Their motives in disci­ 
plining their adopted daughter were 
good, for the child seems to have 
needed it; and the form of punishment 
can hardly be construed as un as­ 
sault. 
Most of us with children find plenty 
of occasion to whip them, if we are 
endeavoring to bring :hem up in the 
right way, and not infrequently, per­ 
haps, some of us leave the imprint 
of our hands or the “switch,” which 
cannot be classed as a crime.
